The Desperado Pays the Penalty 



Before the Fatal Drop He Confesses 
to Numerous Murders.

Jackson, Ky., June 59. — At daylight 
Friday morning the crowd began to 
assemble to await the hour of Bad Torn 
Smith's execution, and by 7 o'clock 
1,500 people were on the ground. 

The doomed man rested well Thurs- 
day night, and ate a hearty breakfast 
of chicken, pork and bread, drinking 
a cup of coffee and half a pint of milk. 

At 7:30 Sheriff Combs, with a strong 
guard, led the prisoner to the river, 
three hundred yards distant, where 
he was baptized by Rev. Stephen Car- 
penter, assisted by Rev. Thomas Kelly, 
a cousin of the condemned man. 

The scene was very impressive as the 
prisoner walked into the water with 
the ministers, who sang impressive 
songs all the way. 

After his baptism he was led back to 
the cell to await the hour of execu- 
tion.

"Tom Smith, Jackson. Ky. — I must 
decline to interfere. 

Smith was very nervous while wait- 
ing for this reply and he was unable 
stand or sit still. He walked back 
and forth in the jail constantly. Occa- 
sionally he would stop to sing a song, 
hich the three mountain preach- 
ers, who have been with him for sev- 
eral days, would join. Two hundred 
armed guards patrolled the town and 
Sheriff Comba had 50 armed guards 
around the scaffold. A great crowd of 
Smith's friends came to town Thurk- 
day night. 
One hundred gallon jugs of whisky 
ere ahlpped into town by way of the 
Lexington & Eastern railroad, but the 
officers of- that road shipped it back to 
Lexington Friday morning, thus pre- 
ying a great deal of drunkenness. 
A large number of women and children 
present and it seemed more like a 
it a big picnic than a hanging.
